THE SCOURGE ABROAD. 

Paris, June §.—{Via Mackay-Bennett Cable 
to the Tribune. |—Private information reaches 
Tus Taso that two fatal cases of cholera, 
believed to have been imported from Vaien- 
cia, ocourred at Marseilles Thursday. To avoid 
a panic efforts have been made to keep the 
news secret. 

Paris, June orders have been sent to 
form a strict cordon in the Pyrenees on official 
reports of the spread of cholera in Spain. 

Mabnm, June }.—-The Dia reports the dis- 
covery of three cases of suspected cholera in 
Madrid, one of wen was fatal. Three new 
nerve of oholera were reported in Valencia 
today. 

The cholera epidemic is raging with in- 


creased viradlence at Valencia and other towns 


in the southeastern provinces of Spain, and 45 
per cent of those attacked die. The peasants 
continue to chafe under th restrictions im- 
the sanitary cordons, and 
willful neglect of precau- 
prescribed by the authorities they 
ite and disseminate . the ~*~ disease. 
The report that cholera has made its appear- 
ance in this city is denied by the Madrid om- 
cials, but this was also the case at Valencia for 
many weeks and until after the con ent 
became impossible. Some truth is given to 
the report by the new and stringent ‘sanitary 
rules which have lately been made and are 
rigidly enforced. 


[The rapid spread of cholera in Spain and the 
apprehension that the scourge may invade En- 
giand, and even cross the Atlantic, causes atten- 
tion to be directed to the Intermational Banitary 
Conference, which met at Rome May 20, to mainly 
consider the pressing questions of cholera and 
quarantine. Atthe opening the conference was 
attended by the Ambassadors and Ministers of 
eight and twenty Powers, including India, and from 
first to last there will be present a large number of 
official medical delégates, whose conciusi6hs otight 
to have no small value. The conference at 
Rome took up the problem where the Vienna 
Conferenc@ of 1874 left it, just as the latter inher- 
ited the conclusions of the conference at Con- 
stantinople in 1366, and as the delegates who. as- 
gembled at the Turkish Capital had the protracted 
but nugatory deliberations of the Paris Conference 
in 1851 to break the ground for hem. From 1851 to 
the present year there has certaiply been a pro- 
gressive education of the public and official mind 
on the subject of Astatie cholera and quarantine. 
At Vienna, in 1874, the delegates voted by wildrge 

ority in favor of the principle of inspection 

isolation of the sick only, which had actually 
head in practice for some time by Great Britam 
and other Northern Powers, as against the old 
principle of detaining all and sundry on, suspicion 
if they Game from an infécted country. The 
stanchest adherents of the old doctrine’ were Spain 
and Portugal and one or two of the emailer States 
which have noseaboard. But for those dissentients, 
the conference was ‘unanimous against the oid- 
fashioned quarant nimous, at least, in 
theory: The experiences of last year proved, 


however, that other Mediterranean States besides 


se could hardly venture to put in practice the 
ecommenda ta of the Vienna Conference. Not 
only the Italian ports, but. also Malta and Gibral- 
tar, were constrained to set the old quarantine ma- 
chinery in motion. G@braltar, it is true, can hardy 
help doing what Spatn does: and Malta is probably 
under a like indirect pressure from Italy, But the 
feal truth is that the ports of the Mediterranean do 
not feel the same confidence eas the Atiantic, or 
North Sea, or Baltic porte in their, ability to resist 
or control an invasion.of disease from the Fast. 
Whether the Mediterranean ports will de justified 
in following the hardy and hitherto not unsaccess- 
fal practice of the Northern harbors of Europe re- 
mains to be seen. Meanwhile, competition for the 
eres trade in the Meaiterranean may do some- 
to break down the ancient prejadices in favor 
of quarantine, as well as the arguments of the men 
of science. If Austria adopts a reasonable substi- 
tute for quarantine at Trieste, Italy may be con- 
strained to do the same at Venice, 

Much of the quarantine procedure is now the 
merest symbolism. good deal of it has survfved 
by tradition from the worst times of the plague, 
when the risk of infection was maniteld and a 
good deal more of it is done by lay officials out of 
their own good pleasure, and without warrant or 
sanction from médical science. The mainstay of 
quarantine, with all its inconveniences and trade 
losses, 16 the popular memory of some terrible 


epidemic which bad been carelesiy admitted, it 


may be years ago. The very irksome quaraptine 
ractice which is in almost constant operation at 
Asbon against artivalé from the Brazils is not only 
tolerated but even demanded by the popular senti- 
ment, because the inhabitants have not forgotten 
the yellow-fever epidemic. in the summer of 
1837, when thou of many. of 
them in good circumstances, died in the course of 
a tew weeks. A scientific analysis of the ways in 
which that disease is i}portabie would have taught 
them that their precautions were too indiscrimate 
and excessive, and that; in fact, they might have 
better security if they attempted a good deal Tess.

PRIMARY ELECTIONS. 

In the Senate today, after the transaction of 
some minor business, Senator Campbell cailed 
up the bill to prevent illegal voting at primary 
elections. It requires a voter at such an elec- 
tion to de aqualified elector in the district 
embraced within the call for said primary elec- 
Mom. It was advanced to tnird reading. Fol- 
lowing is the proposed iaw on the subject: 

AN ACT to prevent and punish legal voting at 
primary ejections. 

Suc. 1. Be it enacted, etc., That it shall be unlaw- 
ful for any person to vote at any primary election, 
or at any election called to select delegates 
to any convention, called either for 
the purpose of nominating a candidate 
or candidates for any elective office, or for the 
purpose of selecting other delegates to such con- 
vention, unless such person so voting, or offering to 
vote, would be a qualified elector in the district 
embraced within the call for said primary election, 
if the same Was a general or special election heid 
under and ia conformity with the general election 
laws of this State. 

8 2. Any person violating the provisions of 
this act shall, on conviction thereof, be fined in any 
sum not less than $100 nor more than $500, or im- 
prisoned in the county jail not less than three nor 
more than six months, or both, in the discretion of 


the court. , 
THE “TRUCK” BILL. 


The so-called Truck vill,which was passed 
by the House some time ago, came up for con- 
sideration. It deciares that it shall be unlaw- 
ful to make auy deduction from -workmen’s 
wages except for lawful money actually ad- 
vanced. Senator Merritt offered an amend- 


ment which excepted from the provisions of 


the act assessments that were made for the 
support of libraries, reading-rooms, and bo 
pitais which were maintained for the benefit ot 
employés. This was adopted, when Senator 
Campbell proposed a further amendment which 
exceptea debts or accounts that were based on 
written orders signed by the workman. 

Senator Hamilton said such an amendment 
destroyed at once the entire object of the bill. 
If it were adopted it would simply conipel the 
truck storekeeper to require his emplovés to 
sign an order-book before receiving their goods. 
He was opposed to the truck system, as he had 
seon that wherever it existed all other busi- 
ness died that tried to compete with it.

THR TELEGRAPH BILL. 


Following is the Telegraph bill which has oc- 
cupied so much attenuon of late: 

A BILL for 4n act providing for licensing corpora- 
tions, companies, or individuals operating tele- 
' graph lines. 

Suc. 1. Beit enacted, etc., That each and every 
person, company, or corporation, whether incor- 
porated, organized, or residing in this State, or 
outside this State, operating a telegraph line in 
this State. shall make an annual report to the 
Auditor of Public Accounts on or before the 10th 


day of January, 1886, and each year thereafter, 


which report shall state: First, the name and lo- 
cality of the person, company, or corporation; sec- 
ona, the number of miles of telegraph operated by 
said person, company, Or corporation in this State, 
and the location of ite lines therein; third, the 
amount of gross receipts from all sources of their 
business received within the State for the year 
ending the 8ist day of December preceding such 
report. This report shall be verified by the oath 
of the proper person, or officer, as to its truth. 

Sac. 2. It shall not be lawful, after the 10th day 
of January; 1886, for any person. company, or 
corporation to transact the business of telegraph- 
ing Or sending messages by telegraph for a com- 
pensation without making the report as herein 
required and procuring from the Auditor a cer- 
tificate of authority or license. And it shall be a 
condition precedent to the issuing or the renewal 
of the annual certificate or license by the Auditor 
that the person, Company, or corporation making 
the statement shall pay into the State Treasury 
the specific sum of 3 per cent on the gross amount 
received by said person, company, or corporation 
within this State, for the year, included in the re- 
port provided for in Sec. 1 of this act, which said 
specific sum may be recovered in any court of 
competent juris@iction, at the sult of this State. 
It shall be the duty of the State Treasurer to give 
his receipt in duplicate for all moneys paid into 
the State Treasury under the provisions of this 
act, and the Auditor of Pablie Accounts, on the 
presentation of such receipt from the Treasurer, 
Shall issue as many copies of the annual certificate 
or license as may be desired by said company, not 
exceeding one for each agent or place of business 
in this State, 

Suc. 3. Any person, company. or corporation 
violating the provisions of this act hall, upon con- 
viotion thereof in any court of competent jurisdic- 
tion, be fined in anysum not less than $10 nor 
more than $100 for each and every act, at 
the discretion of the court. Violations of 
the provisions of this act may be prose-

CAUSES OF HARD TIMES—AN EXPLANATION 
THAT DOESN’T EXPLAIN. 

Cr AGO. June 3.—(Editor of The Tribune. | 
—Noting the letter of Mr. Miler of Lafayette, 
In d., in which be requests you to make clear 
to the understanding of the business-men and 
laborers of the country” the true cause of 
bard times, and your reply of this morning, I 
would like space in your columns to say a few 
words on the generaltopicof “hard times,’’ 
and also in reierence to Mr. Millers ideas on 
the subjectof currency. 

Like Mr. Miller, I have given the subject a 
good dea: of study during the last few years, 
and about the first thing I learned was that 
goid, sliver, or their ¢quivaientin paper cur- 
rency, are but commodities, the same as sugar, 
salt. or cotton, used in barter for other articles 
of commerce, such as wheat, flour, butter, 
cloth, etc.. consequentiy the quantities of 
the said commodities in active circulation must 
bein proportion to the price and amount of 
goods bought and sold at any particular 
time. Thus, if in the year 1882 
wheat was worth $1.30 a bushel, and in the 
year 1885 it is worth only 90 cents, it must be 
self-evident that little more than two-thirds of 
the currency required to carry the supply of 
1882 will be required in 188% and so with every 
other article of commerce; while stocks, bonds, 
shares, and all kinds of speculative capital 
baviag shrunk ina much greater proportion, 
still less currency is required to carry them; 
hence, the surplus money must be laid away 
for the time being, just as the manufacturer 
who has made too great a supply of carpets or 
cottons must keep them in stock until there is 
@better demand. It is, of course, perfectiy 
correct, as Mr. Milier has observed, that all 

of commercial stagnation are marked 
by a plethora of idle money inthe great cen- 
tres and a lack in the owtskirts, but be puts 
the cart before the horse when be assumes 
that the absence of money is the cause of the 
depression; it is rather the infallibie sign ana 
symptom of present and coming trouble, and 
is a cause of far greater trouble and loss to the 
= and banker than it is to the general 
public. i 

If Mr. Miller reads up thé subject he will find 
that the real causes of hard times are as nu- 
merous as the editors and contributors of the 
newspapers, magazines, and reviews dealing 
with the subject, and each writer's cause is of 
course the correct one—at least in his estima- 
ton—but when we get down to bottom facts I 
think the main cause will be found in the great 
disparity that exists between the producing 
power ot man and bis present rate of consump- 
tion; a disparity which is increased by every 
new dispiay of mechanical ingenuity and gol 
entific skiil. 

It is a most singular thing that in no country, 
and at no period of the worid’s history, did 
the peculiar state of society in which he lived 
allow the bulk of mankind to consume one- 
balf of the good things they could produce; 
this was as true on the banks of the Nile in the 
days of the Ptolemies as it is today on the 
shores of Lake Michigan; it was as true when 
man's only implements of agriculture were a 
crooked stick for a piow, a bent knife for 
a reaper, and the feet of bis 
oxen for a thrasher as it is now 
with all our worderful and ingenious ma- 
chinery. Then man required only a few hand- 
fuls of maize crushed between two stones, a 
yard or two of cloth for a breech clout, and a 
but or tent for his shelter; now the require- 
ments of the ordinary mechanic are such as 
neither Prince nor monarch ot the past ages 
could have satisfied. Then one man could pro- 
duce the food and necessaries of three er 
men; now be can produce by means of his 
ingenious mechanical appliances the neces- 
saries ot a dozen or even more of his fellows. 
Then Kings and Emporers used the surplus 
lavor of their people to build pyramids, to 
destroy the property, slay, ocunquer, and 
ensiave the suodjects of their less powerful 
neighbors. Now man, with all his experience, 
his inteliigence, his education, and religion, still 
plays the same bell-begotten gume of war and 
rapine, but in addition he builds railroads, 
steam-engines, steamboats, telegrapha, and the 
thousand articles of use and beauty which go 
to make up our modern civilization. But just 
as in the earliest days of the historic 
period, man’s ability to produce more than 
his own stupidity would allow him to consume 
brought upon him the curse of war and slavery, 
forcing him to build palaces, tombs, and tem- 
ples for his masters, while be bimseif groveled 
in mud but. So in modern times, not having 

zarned how to use up the greatly-increased 

produit of his newly-acquired skill, be is rele- 
gated G@very few years to the regions of idie- 
ness and want, until the more careful and far- 
seeing of bis fellows bave had time to use up 
the surplus products of his labor, and every 
year but adds to the perplexity of the situa- 
tion. The manufacturer, the merchant, and 
the salesman have been doing their best. enti- 
cing, urging, compelling mankind to consume 
more of the enlarged productions. They have 
pressed art, science, and mechanical skill of 
the very highest order into their service to 
foster and increase old wants and create a 
hundred new desires. They appeal to the eye, 
to the ear, to the taste, touch, and smell—in a 
word they lay siege to every sense and sens, 
bility of the being, that they may get man to 
use up more and more, of the great 
te of human productions being 
constantly thrown on the world's 
markets. But it is an unequal battle; the sup- 
ply is still a long way abead of the demand. The 
creative intelligence, as represented by the in- 
ventor and discoverer, is still io the lead of the 
merchant, the manufacturer, and distributor. 
The great bulk of mankind still keep, or rather 
are kept, from consuming their just proportion 
of the good things which nature and their own 
labor can produce. Indeed, it is quite safe 
to say that, compared with our present skill, 
intelligence, and resources, the material and 
social condition of large portions of the race is 
little better than it was hundreds of years ago.

Last night a 
reporter clambered up the narrow stairway 
leading to The Senate’ rooms at No. 179 
West Madison street. <A straw-hatted individ- 
ual with a sorrowful look intercepted him at 
the landing. ‘No use goin’ any further,“ be 
said, “game ‘s shut up; nothin’ goin’ on. 
But,” he added, “I know where we can have 
a quiet game of ‘draw.’ I room around here 
at No. 48 Halsted, and I guess we can fix up a 
nice little place there where the police will 
not interfere with us—and there's plenty o' 
liquor in the neighborhood. Drop around here 
in a few days u meet you and show you 
the place.” 

The most disconsolate of all the gamblers are 
those classed in the catalog as ‘' shoestrings”’ 
and ‘‘chip-charmers.”"" Yesterday, the firat of 
their enforced vacation, they wandered aim- 
lesly about trying to devise ways and means by 
whieh they could buy a meal without being 
put to the trouble of working for it. The 
prominent and well-to-do gambiers are taking 
matters coolly and phically, some of 
them being strong in the belief that they 
will be allowed to return to their business as 
soon as the Mayor returns from that Hot 
Springs mud-bath.

LESS SUFFERING. 


THE GERMAN RELIEF AND AID SOCIETY 
FINDS THE CONDITION OF THE POOR IM- 
PROVING. 

The Board of Directors of the German Re- 
lief and Aid Society met yesterday. The spe- 
cial agent submitted a report which set fortn 
that the calls for aid had been comparatively 
few during the month, an iadicaton that dis- 
tress in the city had been very largely dimin- 
ished. Hundred of heads of families who had 
been out of employment most of the winter 
had obtained work during the month, many 
factories and shops had reopened, and the sea- 
son promised to be a busy one, this being espe- 
cially the case with those occupations con- 
nected with the erection of buildings. Tweive 
families with thirty children and four single 
persons had oe for aid during the month; 
nine of these families bad never applied be- 
fore. Twelve persons bad been assisted with 
railroad tickets, and the remainder given tem- 
porary relief. Employment bad been obtained 
for 270 laborers, and 225 employers had applied 
for working hands. Annual dues bad deen 
collected amounting to $1,241. Six new mem- 
bers bad been added to the society. The immi- 
grants arriving at the Union Depot fer the 
month numbered 4,952, of whom about one- 
third remained in the city, and almost all of 
the remainder passed onto the Northwest. 
About 1,000 immigrants had arrived by the Bal- 
timore & Onio Railroad.

INDICTED FOR ABDUCTION. . 


THE ALLEGED ACCESSORY IN THE REEVES

CRIMINAL LAW REFORM. 

Some tardy progress was made in the di- 
rection of criminal law reform by the passage 
in the Senate of the following bill governing 
applications for continuances in criminal 
trials :

This bill was adopted in the Senate with- 
outa dissenting voice, both sides voting for 
it, and it should receive the prompt concur- 
rence of the House.

The application for a continuance is one of 
the favorit devices for securing delay in the 
trial of a criminal. An absent witness can 
always be conjured up when the accused per- 
son is not ready to go to trial, or hopes to 
wear out the prosecution, or run off material 
witnesses against him by postponement. The 
new bill will not forfeit any of the defendani’s 
rights. He may obtain onecontinuance from 
the term of court during which he is indicted 
. without hindrance. After that the testimony 
which the alleged absent witness would give 
if he were present is admitted for what it is 
worth, subject to rebuttal. In every case

Emigra- 
tion would be a good thing; too many of them; 
they should dig out. Of course emigration 
would be only temporary relief; the perma- 
nent remedy must come from the Government 
in the way of aid orilegisiation. These crofters 
spend everything — * can — be and save noth- 
ing. They a are lazy, too. y might fish and 
make money, but they prefer to live on 84a 
year on these crofts than make more 
than a living by fishing. - 

This yiew of ‘the agitation of the land ques- 
tion by the erofters in Scotland is substan- 
tially the same view which has been taken 
by the landlords of the land question in Ire- 
land-—namely: that Irish farmers who want 
land or who are dissatisfied with their rack- 
renting treatment must emigrate, leaving 
behind only those who are willing to be 
robbed and persecuted. The difference be- 
tween the two people is, that the Irish have 
risen and demanded their rights, have ob- 
tained a portion of them, and are in a good 
position for getting the balance; while the 
Seotch crofters have followed the Quaker 
policy of submission to aggression, and are 
now beginning to find that it doesn’t pay 
them. 

The btatement of Lord MacDonald that 

there are too many crofters and not enough 
land is a misstatement. The crofters of 
the Highlands have been oppressed and 
driven from their homes by grasping land- 
lords, and their farms have been taken away 
from them. That is the reason why there is 
not land enough for them. The commons, 
or lands held in common, several millions of 
acres, which originally belonged to the eroft- 
ers, have been filched from them under at- 
thority of act of Parliament and without sanc- 
tion, not alone for public but for private parks. 
In this way mote than 2,000,000 acres of the 
best land in Highland Scotland have been 
stolen from the crofters and devoted, not to 
cultivation which might have given employ- 
ment at least to laborers, but to the preserva- 
tion of deer, grouse, and hares. Between 
1760 and 1845 no less than 4,000 private acts 


of Parliament: for the inclosure of lands, 


much of which was the common land, were 
passed. In a discussion of these inelosure 
laws the London Spectator recently said: 
In certain cases the Lord can as of old ap- 
prove parts of commons, or, in other words, 
improve them off the face of the earth and 
place them in his own private and particular 
fence. Or, again, illegally and against com- 
mon right, landowners can encroach on what 
is strictly common land, and on land not 
strictly common, such as the strips 
of green by the roadside.” This is 
exactly what has deen done in Scotland, 
and this is the reason why the number 
and area of crofts have steadily diminished 
until the crofters have been reduced to a 
famishing condition. Eviction and confisca- 
tion of land have been the rule, and the croft- 
ers until very recently have peacefully sub- 
mitted. They have been held as of less impor- 
tance than the beasts and haye been made to 
give up their places to deer and pheasants, 
that these robber Barons of the soil might 
have opportunities for hunting. If the 
crofters complained they were told to emi- 
grate, arid that was all thé satisfaction they 
could get. As ‘® rule, however, they have 
meekly submitted to these usurpations of 
avaricious landlords, When smitten on the 
one cheek they have turned the other. When 
asked for their coats they have presented to 
the land thieves their entire clothing.. ‘They 
have let their strong religious convictions run 
away with their good sense, so that imposition 
and persecution have been easy. 

There are symptoms, however, showing 
that the crofters are at last beginning to take 
courage, and that they are determined not to 
be imposed upon any longer. The Dublin 
Nation’s Scotcli correspondent. narrates an 
instance of an attempt of crofters to regain 
possession of their lands which is both amus- 
ing and significant. He writes: 

Some time ago the crofters of Uig deter- 
mined ta retake possession of a number of 
small islands near Uig, of which the landlords 
in their craftiness had deprived them previous- 
ly. That was in the days of simplicity. Now 
the crofters know better. A short time since a 
number of them landed on the islands, retook 
possession of the lands that had been stolen 
from them, and placed their cattle on them to

selves, whose traditional right to the land was 
incontrovertible; and $0 the landlords bad re- 
course to their old iriend—the law.

BAYARD CITES ‘HISTORY TO CON- | 


DEMN HIMSELF. . 
Undoubtedly it was family: pride that led 


seen that every word he uttered in praise of 
his grandfather was an emphatic tondemna- 
tion of the State sovereignty and disunion 
doctrines advocated by the degenerate grand- 
son during the Rebellion War. The present 
Bayard has summoned the elder statesman 
of the line to rebuke him for his apostasy. 
The Bayard of 1801 was a Nationalist, or, 
as he would be styled at the present day, a 
Republican—a stanch believer in the doctrine 
of National sovereignty. The grandson 
states very correctly how it was that stich a 
man came to vote for Jefferson, The elec- 
tion was thrown into the House, and, as the 
success of the Nationalist candidate—Joln 
Adams—was out of the question, the direct 


issue arose as to which of the anti-Union 


or State sovereignty candidates, Jefferson or 
Burr, should be elected, they heving had a 
tie vote. Not being able to secure the elec- 
tion of the candidate of his own. party, 
Bayard took Jefferson in preference to 
Burr as the lesser of two evils, and 
in so doing the verdict of history is that he 
did wisely, It appears that in taking this 
course the elder Bayard acted on the advice 
of Hamilton, who was the very embodiment 
of Nationality. and hence opposed to every 
form of anti-Union doctrine, but who was 
nevertheless convinced that Jefferson must 
be chosen in preference to Burr. . Hamilton 
and Bayard instinctively mistrusted Barr, 
and much as they were opposed to Jefferson 
they were nevertheless convinced that when 
charged with the actual responsibilities of 
the Presidency he would prove superior to 
his own political dogmas. The events of 
history soon justified both these opinions. 

In speaking of the state of affairs in 1801 
the present Bayard says: 

All that time the fate of this country hung 
almost upon athread. There was no feeling of 
concentration. A few poor and broken States 
lay along the range of the Atlautia, and your 
great West was a thing almost unknown. 
Means of communication scarcély existed. 
Opportunities of intercourse there were none. 
Railways were unknown, telegraphy un- 
dreamed of. In those days it was almost u 
rope of sand that held together the confedera- 
tion of the American Republic. There seemed 
to be the probability that our Union would fall 
to pieces for want of conecntrative power. 
There was no feeling of consolidation, but 
everything fled from the centre to the circum- 
ference, and nothing but dissolution seemed at 
hand, 

In other words, the country was in a weak, 
insecure condition, owing to the prevalence 
of anti-Union State sovereignty doctrines— 
the same pestilent doctrines held by the Demo- 
cratic party to this day. There was no 
feeling of concentration.“ Washington had 
sought to produce such a feeling of National- 
ity, but the State sovereignty . bigots howled 
at him as they did afterwards at the Bayards 
and Hamiltons of that time, and as their suc- 
cessors continued to do when Calhoun advo- 
cated the pestilential dogma, or when at a 


later day Jeff Davis sought to put it into 


practical operation. It is true that there 
was no feeling of concentration; that the 
Union was a rope of sand, and in great dan- 
ger of falling to pieces.” And this state of 
affairs was owing to the prevalence of the 
disunion, State sovereignty dogmas which 
the elder Bayard dondemned, but which the 
degenerate grandson has spent his life in ad- 
vocating. 

When Jefferson took the Presidency he 
speedily fulfilled the expectations of Hamil- 
ton and Bayard, and proved himself better 
and more National than his teachings. His 
first great act was the purchase ot the Louis- 
iana Territory, and in doing this Jefferson 
abandoned his political theories for the sake 
of taking a great stride in the direction of 
establishing the United States as a powerful 
Nation. He frankly confessed that he 
took this step in opposition to the doc- 
trines of his own party. Thus did Jefferson 
fulfill the expectations of Hamilton and Bay- 
ard, and in this most magnificent act of his 
Administration he used the central power of 
the Government to add a vast territory to the 
National domain and strengthen forever the 
existence of the United States as a great 
Nation. Jefferson was a doctrinaire, an 
idealist, but above and beyond this he wasa 
patriot, and when the conflict came he aban- 
doned his political theories for the sake 
in establishing the 
United States as a Nation and adding the 
Great West” to the broken States 
along the Atlantic.“ The truth is, that 
despite all his wild theories Jefferson 
actually did more than any other President 
between the times of Washington and Lin- 
coln to found the doctrine of Nationality upon 
solid rock. His theories were mere words 
when balanced against the splendid achieve- 
ment made in the purchase of the vast French 
trans-Mississippi territory, now converted 
into eight great States. 

The present Bayard cites the action of his 
grandfather in voting for Jefferson with the 
result of exposing his own apostasy from the 
original doctrines of the family, and in en- 
deavoring to praise his ancestor he passes a 
scathing condemnation on himself. The de- 
generate Bayards of a later day abandoned 
the principles of the grandsire in the hope 
that they could save slavery in Delaware. 
They failed in this, and it is only a righteous 
retribution that they are now unable to praise 
the acts of a distinguished ancestor without 
proving in the same breath their recreancy to 
his patriotic and triumphaut principles, The 
patriotism of the Bayard family has been 
sadly weakened in the course of two genera- 
tions. ;

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Brewers Up in Arms Over the Increased 
Beer Tax—The Parliament- 
ary Program. 


Its Dissolution A Now 
Tunis. 


Lonpon, June 5.—[Via Mackay- Bennett Ca- 
die to The Tribune. — The Government is in 
despair over the flery and outspoken denuncia- 
tions of the Afghan back-down whieh Sir Peter 
Lumeden bus scattered along his path from 
Constantinople to Paris. Sir Peter Lamsden is 
thoroughly exasperated, and he does not care 
who knows it, or, rather, he is detérmined that 
every one shall know bis feelings. He arrived 
at Paris tonight, tired, hot, and angry. Ho 
gaid that the trip from Vienna to Paris had 
been the hottest stage of bis long journey. Al- 
most the first greeting which Sir Peter Lums- 
dem received on arriving at Paris was a 
telegram from the War Office imperatively or- 
dering him to see no more interviewers. A 
similar dispatch was sent to him at Constanti- 
nople last Monday immediately on the publica- 
tion of his interview in the Times. That mes- 
sage was in, the form of a request from the 
Foreign Office, and it was calmly ignored by 
Sir Peter, who took the ground that while his 
services and his life, if needed, belonged to 
the Government, his opinions belonged to bim- 

self. He continued to taik, and has let out 
two or three important facts which have been 
studiously concealed by the Government and 
which put the British retreat in a more humili- 
ating light than bas yet been admitted by of- 
ficials. He has made no seoret of bis hostility 
to the Government policy, and has plainly inti- 
mated that he considered it one of imbecility 
and disgrace. The Government determined 
that something must done to close Sir Peter's 
mouth, and bence the second dispatch, in 
which he is plainly told that as a Major-Gen- 
eral in her Majesty's army he is subject to the 
order issued last March by the Commander- 
in-Chief forbiddimg ali army officers to 
discuss with civilians the relations between 
England and Russia or the phases of the 
Afgbuan question. The Ministry and the Ljb- 
erals generally are raving over Sir Peter's lo- 
quacity and many are demanding that be be 
cashiered. They argue that be has done mis- 
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cbief enough already, and that if be continues 


his unprudent utterances after his arrival in 
London he will prove a veritable firebrand. 
There is, however, not the slightest danger of 
any such action being taken by the Govern- 
ment. To cashier Gen. Lumsden now would 
be to make a martyr of bim and would 
empbasize the contrast between his treat- 
ment and the honors b@aped by Russia 
upon Gen. Komaroff to such an extent as to 
convict the Government of abject servility to- 
ward Russia. Sir Peter is also a favorit with 
her Majesty the Queen, and this fact alone 
would save him the vengeful wrath of 
the Liberals, even if re were no such potent 
political reason as that above mentioned. The 
Tories bave already arranged to give Sir Peter 
arousing public reception on his arrival bere 
tomorrow, and it is certain that he will find 
some way of expresemg his indignation in vig- 
orous and picturesque language, even at the 
risk of disobeying the Duke of Cambridge. 

In an interview at Vienna Sir Peter said that

THE TAX ON BEER. 

Sir. Hugh Childers, Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, has succeeded in pleasing nobody by 
his modification of the budget tax on drinks. 
The reduction of the extra tax on spirits from 
two shillings to one shilling per galion is what 
the whisky men expected, and most of them 
had been trading upou their belief, so that the 
price of whisky bad generally settled down to 
that basis. But the Chancellor accompanied 
his statement of the reduction by a refusal to 


reiund the extra shilling which had been 
already collected on thousands of barrels of 
spirits. This bas maddened the publivans, who 
had reckoned on the retura of the extra shilling 
asa certainty. Indeed, the expectation of its re- 
turn was entertained with such confidence that 
the trade had formally agreed that when the 
matter was returned by the Government tothe 
wholesale dealers who took the spirits out of 
bond they should refund to the retafiers. As 
the Government refuses to return the extra 
shilitng the loss talis on the publicans, and 
it is said several will be iorced 
into bankruptcy. The maintenance of the 
extra tax of nine pence per barrel ‘on 
beer tends to make the Liberal Ministry un- 
popular with a much larger number of people 
—namely, the beer-driukers. increase is 
not sufficient to warrant the addition of a balf- 
penny per glass to the retail price, and it is 
not to reduce the size of the mili- 

giasees and measures now in use. it is 
generally believed, therefore, that the brewers 
will adulterate their beer to compensate them 
for the tax, and that the glory of British beer 
past. 

The Daily News this (Saturday) morning, re- 
marking on the count-out of Parliament yes- 
terday evening, which prevented the bringing 
of the vote on the Spirits bill into operation 
Tuesday, as Mr. Childers desired, says the first 
duty of the new Parliament obviousiy will be 
the present method of procedure.

TROUBLE IN TUNIS. 

The entire European community at Tunis 
has been thrown into the wiidest excitement 
by a sensational incident that may give rise to 
political complications. Tuesday evening an 
Italian slapped the face of a Lieutenant of the 
Fourth Regiment of Chasseurs as the latter 
was coming out of the theatre where an Italian 
opera bouffe company had called forth hiases 
from the French portion of the audience by 
inuendoes caiculated to wound their patriotic 
susceptibilities. The Italian was arrested and 
condemned to six daye’ imprisonment. Gen. 
Boulanger, a dasjing but perhaps somewbat 
bot-héeaded young officer, took offense at the 
lightness of the sentence passed upon the 
‘offender, who had insulted the majesty of 
the French army in the ot 
Lieutenant, and immediately complained 
of the verdict to the Minister of War. 
He also decided to punish severely the officer 
whose face had been slapped in case the in- 
quiry should show that he might have made 
use of his sword. “Gen. Boulanger has issued 
an order of the day commanding all officers 
in future, on the least provocations from 
Jews or Italians, to draw their 
swords, since the French are no longer pro- 
tected by law against such attacks. The 
theatre in consequence of this row has been 
closed. The Deputy Procurenr-CGereral has 
en led on Gen. Boylanger to inform Sim that 
he has appealed against the verdict of the court 
and that the priboner would meantime be 
transferred to Algiers. A crowd of Jews and 
Italians collected to applaud the prisoner as 
he was put into the train leaving for Algiers. 
Two other Italians have also been arrested. 
The order of the day iasued by Gen. Boulanger 
was firet drawn in the most energetic terms, 
and spoke of the punishment awarded to the 
Italian as peine derisoire,”’ and ot the ver- 
dict as baving excited the profound indigna- 
tion of the commanding General. Owing to 
earnest solicitations and qut of regard to the 
fact that the $Procureur-Generai had 
given notice of appeal against the 
judgment of the tribunal.

VICTIMS OF THE EARTHQUAKE.

Wed morning, about 11 
o' clock, he ed a mild purgative, in the 
shape of an ounce of aromatic sirup of rhu- 
Darb, and wrote the name, in plain let- 
ters, on a prescription blank, at 
the same time giving the family the n 
directions as to administering it. He told the 
young woman's sister what aromatic sirup of 
rhubarb looked like, and after a general con- 
versation left the house.

. 482 North Clark street, where the clerk, a 
young man named Armstrong, glancing at the 
paper, put up, fasteyd, an ounce of aromatic 
Spirits of ammonia, labeling the bottle as 
such, and making the entry upon the 
Cashbook. The family say that when the 
medicine arrived they noticed that it did not 
look tike that which the doctor had prescribed; 
but, supposing it to be all right, administered 
a tablespoonful. The patient took it at one 
swallow, and the effect was at once a ing. 
She choked and gasped for breath, ber throat 
appeared to be on fire, and her screams could 
be heard across the street. The fam- 
ily knew at once that something was 
wrong and sent for the doctor, who 
arrived about 1 o’clock, an hour after the dose 
had been administered. Opiates were given to 
relieve the intense pain and other measures 
taken to afford relief, but atter twenty-five 
hours of suffering the young lady died. Dr. 
Cunningham said the death was attributable to 
the great shock, extaustion, and general de- 
bility, the direct cause, however, being the aro- 
matic spirits of ammonia. Dr. Cuaningbam 
said that the scalding of the throat and stomach 
was the cause of the intense pain Miss Weber 
suffered. The dead girl’s brother has the pre- 
scription-biank upon which the doctor had 
written *‘aromatic syrup of rhubarb,’ and it 
is so plain that the clerk could have made no 
mistake had he paid any attention to it at all.

Dr. Cunningham is inclined ta censure the 
family somewhat because they should not 
have administered the medicine when they 
were not certain that everything was right. 


A WAR OF RATES. 


A PROMISE OF LIVELY CUTTING BY THE 
CANADIAN PACIFIO AND GRAND TRUNK 
ROADS ON NORTHWEST BUSINESS. 
TorortTo, Ont., June 5,—/Special.|—After 

the opening of the Ontario & Quebec Railway, 

now a component part of the Canadian Pacific 
system, an agreement with regard to passen- 
ger and freight business was entered into be- 
tween the Grand Trunk and Canadian Pacific 

Companies fixing rates to all competing points. 

This is now abrogated through difficulties in 

jusiness. Last 

summer, by means of steamers, the Canadian 

Pacific secured an independent through route 

to Winnipeg, on which they were allowed by 

the Northwest Traffic Asssociation a lower 
rate than by the ail-raii route via Cal. 
cago. The completion of track-laying 
on the north shore of Lake Su- 
perior and the consequent contemplated early 
opening of the through ali-rail route from 

Montreal to Winnipeg gives them a winter as 

well as a summer route, independent of the 

United States lines, They have consequently 

deciared Winnipeg and ail points in the Ca- 

nadian Northwest local points on their own 
line, and claim the right of fixing their own 
rates to those points independently of the 

Grand Trunk and the United States lines, while 

at the same time claiming the right to have a 

voice in makmg the rates via Ohicago 

and St. Paul, in consequence of owning 
the line from St. Vincent to Winnipeg. 

When this decision was announced the 

Grand Trunk gave notice at once of 

withdrawal from all agreements with regard 

to Northwest traffic, but were met by the state- 
ment on behalt of the Canadian Pacific that if 
they withdrew from that they must also with- 
draw from all agreements about Canadian loca 
rates. The consequence is that freight rates 
are being cut between the two companies. The 
Grand Trunk ciaim they were not the first to 
cut rates or enter into war, but that they will 
not be the first to leave it and enter into a fresh 
agreement. At present the war has not as- 
sumed formidable dimensions, but it is 
asserted that within the next few days, 
unless the ‘matter is patehed up, the 
war will be a serious one. The Grand Trunk, 
with the Chicago and St. Paul roads and the 

Minneapolis & Manitoba, talk of placing barges 

on the Red River again between St. Vincent 

and Winnipeg in order to obtain a share of the 

Northwest business; but as the traflic this year 

promises to be small compared to previous 

years, it is doubtful if there is enough to make 
it worth while competing for. The United 

States roads interested are said to be prepared 

to act vigorously with the Grand Trunk in the 

matter and make rates by their roads so low as 
to force the Canadian Pacific to an agreement. 

At present, however, the cutting is confined to 


‘local competing points in Ontario and Quebec.

THE LAKE WATER, 


AN EXAMINATION SHOWS THAT IT 18 STILL 
. PURE. 

City-Engineer Artiigstall, who paid a visit to 
the crib yesterday, said last night when seen by 
a reporter that he found the water in that vi- 
cinity unusually bright. clear, and pure. He 
thought the north wind had some influence on 
the current of the river, because the water 
south of the mouth was much darker and mud- 
dier for a short distance than to the north. He 
says he did not go out specially to examine the 
water, but that in passing over it 
inatug he had become satisfied from his 
observations that the city supply is not being 
contaminated in the least by the heayy dis- 
cbarge from the river, which is just now very 
high and possessed of a strong cyrrent. He 
thinks the prevailing winds from the north 
since the river became high have driven the 
sewage and muddy water of the river to the 
south continually. On the way out to the crib 
it was noticed, he says, that fifty yards away 
from the moutblof the river in the airection of 
the crib all traces of 
lost sight of. 
cribkeeper told him that 
vicinity had been better this season than usual, 
| and that, while the water in that vicinity is free 
from sewage, he can see a dark-colored streak 

from the lookout. 

When asked if he thought the 89 water 
was tainted, Commissioner De Wolf said the 
recent storm was @ remarkabie one, and it 
would not be strange if some of the sewage got 
out to the crib, but the change of the wind bad 
raised the water along the chore about eight 
inches, and that gomg into the inlet yesterday 
was pure. 

The annual blow off of the fire hydrants 
occurred last night. About fifty men were re- 
quired to open them. This will thoroughly 
clean the mains, and get rid of any sewage 
which may have been pumped in owing to the 
recent storm.

Ohio's Refunding Bonds. Marketed—Motes 
from the Financial World and the 
Field of Industry. 


Prrrsnond, Pa., June 5.—[Special.]—With 
the ironwurkers today it was not so much a 
question Whether they would win the strike as 
to whether tomorrow would de a nice, ciear 
day for their annual pienic at Beaver, and of 
these questions one was about ag easy to prog- 
nosticate upon as the other. Theiron manu- 
facturers held a meeting in this city late yes- 
terday afternoon. It was strictly on the quiet 
and for the purpose of ascertaining just what 
the situation is and how many ironworkers 
there are who are willing to cut loose from 
the sheet-mili men and return to work. 
Telegrams were sent to manufacturers 
throughout the West, and before the meeting 
adjourned replies Rad been received from a 
majority of them stating that there was no dis- 
position to start up their milis until the wage 
question had been settied. One mill-owner in 
Chicago telegraphed that he was waiting to 
hear from Pittsburg, and as long as the iron- 
men held out bere be was willing to stand firm. 
Some of the manufacturers of Pittsburg, it is 
said, are in favor of deciaring their mills non- 
union and entering into a fight against the 
Ironworkers’ Association. The majority, 
bowever, are not favorable to a move of this 
kind, believing it would mean neediess trouble 
and expense, They believe that all will be 
amicably settled in a short time and are much 
Opposed to making any rash moves. 

The manufacturers are keeping a regular 
system of reports. Telegrams from ail parts 
of the country are sent into Secretary Weeks’ 
Office each day, and in turn Mr. Weeks issues 
circulars on the situation and mails them 
broadcast to all the members of the associa- 
tion. ° 
Up till 6 o’clock this evening no other mill 
Was reported as having signed the scale. It 
was reported this morning that the Chartiers 
Tron and Steel Mill of Mansfield bad signed the 
scale. No official notification has been re- 
ceived of this at the general office. Rumors 
also are afloat that there are four milis on the 
South Side which will start up the puddling 
and bar-roliing departments Munday without 
any longer depending on the Amalgamated As- 
sociation. The puddlers, it is stated, are 
anxious to go to work, and will not longer 
wait. The men at Lindsay & McCutcheon’s 
mill in Allegheny are all idle, and 
firm for the price. One of them 
said this afternoon that repairs were going on 
there, and that they were very hopeful that 
the firm would sign the scale. 

There is a new phase in the 
which is beginnmg to be quietly taiked 
about among ironworkers. It is to the effect 
that the large amount of work now being done 
by the milis that are running leads to the sus- 
picion that they are filling orders for some of 


‘the milis that have not signed. By this ar- 


rangement the milis that Save specified to fill 
certain contracts will have them filled by the 
ones now running, so the rumor goes, and also 
continue to do so as muchas possible. In 
brief, it would bea combination of the Pitts- 
burg mills to have a portion of all classes of 
orders filled, and thus as much as possible 
avert the danger of trade drifting away from 
this city. 

Tomorrow what few mills are working will 
be closed to allow the ironworkers to attend 
the annual picnic. Secretary Martin went 
down to the grounds this afternoon to make 
everything ready for tomorrow. It is expect- 
ed fully 12,000. people will be in attendance. 
Reports to the general office for Western 
towns and cities indicate that large delerations 
may be expecied from there. The ironwork- 
ers of Cleveland, Wheeling, Akron, Bellaire, 
Youngstown, Massillon, Greenville, Apolio, 
Leechburg, and ail nearer points will attend if 
the day is pleasant. 


THE KENTUCKY CENTRAL STRIKE. 

Paris, Ky., June 6.—(|Special.|—This morn- 
ing warrants were issued for the arrest of 
eighteen strikers, and while they were under 
arrest the Kentucky Central hurriedly got upa 
freight of thirty cars and sent it to Covington. 
While steaming up three engines two bold 
strikers came ou the scene, and, in face of the 
entire Kentucky Central force, captured the 
engines and put them back where they were 
taken from. A few miuutes later they capt- 
ured a frcight-train of fifteen cars and side 
tracked it. These two were arrested, and the 
remainder did not interfere further, waiting 
until tomorrow, when the strikers will 
be bailed out. Fears are expressed that some- 
thing serious will occur when they are re- 
leased. This afternoon considerable indigna- 
tion was exvressed by the people over an oc 
currence in which Superintendents Ryder and 
Yarrington figured unpleasantly. These two 
overheard a jest between two clerks on the 
street, and, presuming it was addressed to 
them, stopped to demand satisfaction, although 
the speaker was little more thau a boy. ‘They 


bad hardly arrived when they were surrounded 


by a crowd of angry citizens, and they nar- 
rowly escaped severe bodily injury. Every- 
thing ie quiet tonight, but trouble is expected 
tomorrow, as accessions are expected from all 
parts of the line to swell the ranks of the 
strikers. 

CINCINNATI, O., Juné 5.—The strike on the 

Kentucky Central Railroad is virtually at an 
end. It only included the brakemen and 
freigbt conductors, and has only had the effect 
of stopping freight trains. A committee of 
engineers who went to Richmond to confer 
with General Manager Smith of the Chesapeake 
& Ohio, which operates the Kentucky Central, 
bas returned with a report that they agree to 
accept the 10 per cent reducuon proposed by 
the Chesapeake & Ohio upon being satisfied 
that the state o! business justified it. They do 
this the more readily because two years ago, 
when the eugineers asked an advance of 23 
cents a day, General Manager Smith granted 
it, and more, by making the advance 48 cents a 
day. 
No overtures bave been made ip Covington 
this morning by the etriking freight men, but 
the freight officers have received orders to re- 
ceive freight, and they expect to have trains 
running tomorrow. 

At Paris, Ky., yesterday the railroad-men 
attempted to start an engine with the heip of 
the police, but were prevented by the strikers. 
Today eighteen of the strikers. were arrested on 
three charges—trespass, feiony, and conleder- 
ating together, and, in default of bond, went 
to jail. Their trial is set for tomorrow. As- 
sistant Superintendent Yarrington of the Lex- 
ington Division, Chesapeake & Obio, was ar- 
rested at the instance of strikers on a charge 
of carrying congealed weapons.

For the adequate study of Phoenician art, 
then, it becomes necessary to bring back to 
the quays of Tyre and Sidon the objects car- 
ried by their commerce to the four quarters of 
the ancient world. Upon its native soil it has 
left such feebie traces that it has been said of 
the country that even its very ruins bave 
perished.”” To quote from M. Renan: The 
ancient civilization of Phoenicia has been more 
thoroughly broken up than any other. A 
reason for this is to be found in the tact that 
its habitat hag always been very thickly peo- 
pled, During the Greek, Roman, Byzantine, 
Crugading, and Mussuiman periods, they have 
never.ceased to build, to rework old stones, 
to dent the great biocks left from 
ancient days into smaller uni.s. We may say 
that for the last fifteen or sixteen centuries 
very few stones bave been cutfrom any quarry 


in Syria. The old biocks have been made to 


serve again and again, until nothing of their 
original physiognofiy is left.“ 

In spite, howéver, ot the destruction wrought 
by man and the action of the forces of Nature, 
some fragments have survived and been 
brought to light through patient exploration. 
The greater portion of these have come 
from the cemeteries—a few tombs 
having escaped the spoliation in an- 
cient times to which most of them bear 
witness, But the gloom which surrounds this 
people has not been dispeiled, and modern re- 
search bas been able to add but little to the 
account given by Herodotus. Although they 
are accredited with the invention of thé alta- 
bet, they seem to have had no literature in the 
true sense of the word. They used their great 
invention for recording commercial transac- 
tions, but not te perpetuate their history or 
their higher thoughts. Like some of our mod- 
ern **merebant-princes,”’ they appear to have 
looked at life from the altitude of a mer- 
chant's stool, and to have estimated all 
things solely at their money value.

Separating Cream from Milk. 

In a series of experiments by Prof. Ford of 
England, as reported in the Agricultural Gazette, 
London, the following conclusions may be 
drawn: It was found that the yield of butter 
grew less the lower the temperature of the 
milk before setting. When milk set in ice-wa- 
ter directly after milking gave 100 pounds, 
milk that bad been previously cooled to 68° 
gave 95.7 pounds, 54° gavé 91 pounds, 48° gave 
86.8 pounds. A means of restoring the origi- 
nal qualities of such milk was found in warm- 
ing the milk to about 104° before setting. 

Prof. Ford gives two general conclusions: 

1. Shaking of the milk before setting is det- 
rimental toa rapid separation of the cream. 
Of two samples of milk, one being shaken be- 
fore set as the latter required elght hours 
to separate 7 per cent of cream, the time re- 
quired by the other to the same 
quantity being only three hours. 

2, Premature cooling of the milk before set- 
ting is more serious in its effect upon a thor- 
ough separation than the firgt mentioned point. 
When milk conveyed to a creamery in a com- 
mon vehicle by centrifugal separation gave 100 
pounds of butter, asample of milk of the same 
quantity and quality conveyed in the same 
manner, and set in ice-water, gave 90.8 pounds, 
while another sample that had been cooled, 
transported as before, and then set in ice-wa- 
ter, gave only 87.9 pounds. 


A Horse Parade. > 
It is suggested by the National Live- Stoch 
Journal that, to serve a double purpose, a grand 
parade might be made at the Illinois State Fair 
next September, with prizes for the best-look- 
ing, to the best-matched, the best cared-for 
teams, and for preéminence in various other dj- 
rections; and that it isto the interest of ai) 
breeders and importers of the various breeds of 
draft horses to promote such parades. It is 
thought that, if held at a time when other at- 
tracfions had drawn a large number of country 
people to the city, it would beip to educate 
them as to the styles of horse wanted tor the 
various requirements of city trefiie, and that 
another object,.and the one which serves as 
the chief ineentive to these shows in Great 
Britain, seems to be to promote humanity on 
the part of teamsters and grooms to the noble 
beasts under their charge, an object which ex- 
perience shows to be gareatiy aided by this 
means. The subject certainly has possibilities 
if carefully carried out with every accessory to 
play, and might perhaps lead to a more hu- 
mane treatment of that important auxiliary to 
general industry—the modern draft horse. 


The Wyoming Association and Texas- 
Fever. ‘ 

The annual report of the Executive Commit- 
tee and Secretary of the Wyoming Stock-Grow- 
ers’ Association for the year 1885 upon the 
subject of Texas (splenic) fever is based upon 
the examigations of the veterinarian in the 
field by autopsies upon the recent dead, fol- 
lowing the various manifestations of this dis- 
ease along the route of the Union Pacific and 
across country for 200 miles northward from 
that railroad to the Cheyenne River, including 
many of the animals that went eastward for 
beef and feeding purposes, the evidence every- 
where showing unquestionably splenic-fever. 
The conclusions arrived at were: This fever is 
disseminated in the dung and urine of the 
Southern Texans, and the virus or poisonous 
germ 18 inhaled by the native cattle in grazing 
over these excretions. 

In relation to the whole matter the commit- 


tee say: 

First, that Texan cattie brought from the 
southern part of Texas are dangerous to our 
cattle for about sixty days from the time the 
said Southern Texans leave their native 
ranges. Any meth6d of bringing them which 
places them on our ranges in less than that 
time should be discou and opitie so. 
brought should be refuse edmittance. Sec- 
ond, the same cattle can be brought 
among our stock after said sixty days have 
elapsed with entire safety to us, and that, rec- 
ognizing the friendly and profjtable relations 
Which have for many years existed between us 
and our, Tegan fr hose. among us 
and those residing in the South-—-we wish it to 
be distinctly understood, and believe we speak 
for the Gon in say that .we do not 
tavor or adyocate the plac of a single un- 
necessary obstacle in the way of the Texas 
trade; we are not using, and wil) not allow 
to be used, any fictitious or ex rated charge 
of danger asa lover against their interests, 
byt, on the contrary, if they will btimg their 
cattle here as harmless as they were from 1873 
to 1883, the Wyoming association will raise no 
bar against them. 


‘The Future of Grazing. 

Upon this question Mr. Theodore McMinn, in 
an elaborate statement prepared for the Treas- 
ury Department in regard to the range and 
ranch cattle business of the United States, 
gives valuable information: The tollowing 
summary will contain matter for thought not 
only to those engaged in range interests but 
also in relation to future profits by every 
breeder and feeder in the West as showing that 
the future of grazing is full ef problems and 
possibilities: : 

In the United States the annual consumption 
of meat is about 120 pounds per capita; in En- 
gland, 105 pounds; in ce, 74 pounds; and 
in Germany, 69 pounds per capita.

Merino sheep are said to have been first 
troduced from Spain into France, in the Parts 
District, in 1786. The result is that the French 
merino is far interior in the United States to the 
American merino.

HUSBANDRY. 


We Want More Grasses, 

A noted French cook once said of the En- 
glish, They have but one sauce—melted but- 
ter.” They have a large variety of grasses, 
however, and do not nowadays lack sauces. 
The moist, cool climate of Eagland, temperate 
in winter, is eminently adapted to a large range 
of gragses, which the world has been traveled 
over to procure. Unfortunately our hot, dry 
Summers are not adapted to many of the 
grasses which we have received from Engiand, 
and of them among the best are timothy and 
orchard grass. Both of these, 1 not natives 
of the United States, first attracted attention 
ian Engiand after having been suoccessfuliy 
cultivated here. They are probably both in- 
digenous with us, the first certainly being 
found wild in New England, and also some 
8 ya in the Rocky Mountains. 

tis with grass as with any other species of 
plants. Grasses must not only be acclimated 
before reaching their best development, but 
also must be adapted to the soil and situation. 
Hence the farmer must not only know some- 
thing of varieties as adapted to his soil, but in 
the introduction of varieties of new species 
each must experiment for himself. Taz Tan- 
UNE has hitherto taken occasion to call 
attention tq the subject of grass, both 
in. seeding and in the rotation. Grass 
1s really the foundation of all successful agri- 
culture, not only as a feeding erop, but also in 
ite quality of ameliorating the soil, especially 
if clover is included—not a gruss, but none 
the tess valuable as a forage; and. particularily 
so in its relation io the improvement and amel- 
ioration of the soil. 

The growing interest in grasses over the whole 
country, and especially in all the dryer por- 
tions of the West and the South, where species 
having peculiar adaptation to heat and lack of 
constant moisture is more and more feit, shows 
the necessity of inquiring carefully into the 
availability ot native species to supply this 
want. If among these may be found grasses 
that wili grow freely during our summer heat 
and drouths, while it may not do away entire- 
ly with special fodder crops to bridge over 
such periods, nevertheless it may go far 
so to do. It is to be expected that 
many failures may result in trials 
of new species, yet this should 
not prevent careful experiment. The great 
difficulty with our native Western (prairie) 
grasses is that many of them do not seed free- 
ly in their wild state, There is, however, an 
interesting field of experiment open here, 
which it is to be hoped the Commissioner of 
Agriculture will bring forward at the conven- 
tion of delegates trom the Various agricultural 
colleges soon to meet at Washington. If seeds 
could de distributed to these institutions for 
trial and report —aiways bearing in mind the 
probable adaptation of species to soil and cii- 
mate—it need not take long to acquire mueh 
valuable information in a direction which the 
farmer could not accomplish himself witnout 
too an outlay of time to make it profita- 
ble. These reports as to best soil, genera) adap- 
tation to climate, ability to withstand drouth, 
succulen yield, permanence, and teeding 
value may be considered within the legitimate 
provinee of agricultural schools, and certainly 
in no other one direction could more yalyabie 
results be obtained, and particularly with some 
of the more free-seeding prairie, plains, moun:- 
ain, ana Southern perennial les. Some 
public institutdons and also individuals in wide- 
ly-separated regions ot country are already do- 
ing something in this line. It could be much 
more successfully accomplished by agricult- 
ural colleges through concerted action, as indi- 
cated; and probably no man in the country 
could ftndieate especies for trial more inteili- 
gentiy than Dr. Vasey, the botanist of the de- 
partment, himseif a Western man, and one who 
has given special attengon to the subject of 


grasses. 

As indicating directions for e iment, it is 
believed that the prairie mn to which 
the poas seem natural and to which 
many are widely indigenous, as, 
for  jnstance, fowl meadow. grass, 
North, and Texas biue-grass in the Southwest, 
with psd number of valuable species in 
the hills and valleys of ‘the Rocky Moubtains, 
notably the fescue grasses and other species 
which go under the general name of bunch 
grass. Among the genera which seem to the 
writer as affording a good fleld for selection, 
including those ot value in the ‘South but not 
yet tested in cultivauon, having a wide 
range ot habifation, of their, species, may be 
named: Agrastis, Alopecurus Andropogon, 
Ammaphija, Agropyrum, Boutelona, Bromus, 
Deyénixia, Hiymus, Festuca, Keeleria, Mubjen- 
bergia, Oryzopsis, Panicum, Paspalum, Phala- 
ris, Poa, Tripsacum, and Sporobulus. These 
genera are mentioned simply from fact 
Vhat the most of them have mang species. 


Some Important Crops. 

The report of J. R. Dodge, Statistician of the 
Department of Agriculture at Washington, 
shows that cotton-plaiitmg has been late, 
germination slow, and growth slow in the 
Atlantic States, but more advanced in the 
Southwest. It should be remembered that the 
month of May has on the whole been tavorabie, 
though rather dry in some districts. 

The ipjury to winter wheat continues to be 
more and more pronounced, The general 
average has been reduced 7 ce the

given, As an emulsion to kill bark - Iſoe Prof, 
Cook recommends to put a quart of soft-soap 
and a gallon of water into a kettle, heat to 
boiling, and then, while boiling, stir in a pint 
of kerosene. In this connection it is worthy 
of remark that the oyster-shell bark louse of 
the apple-tree is difficult to kill once it be- 
comes fixed. It hatches early in June, or 
later, and while moving forward to new posi- 
tions, oc¢cupying only afew days, is easily de- 
stroyed. The kerosene emulsion made either 
with skimmed-miik or soft-soap may be consid- 
ered a positive remedy against insect life to 
which it may be applied, but it must be care- 
fully made—not simply mixed, but thorouguly 
blended by some process analogous to churm 
lied with common-sense die- 
. usas man should not have 
concluded that because the emulsion was good 
the crude kerosene was better. 


Applying Insecticides. 

In the application of insecticides on vegeta- 
tion, and in precautions to be used in applying 
Paris green and London purple for the destruc- 
tion of insects, Prot. Lintner, State Entomolo- 
gist of New York, reaffirms precautions often 
heretofore stated, but which will bear repeat- 
ing in this condensed form; (I) Never distcib- 
ute them with the hand, as an abrasion of the 
skin might resuitin serious barm. (2) Apply 
the powder with the wind, so as not to breathe 
it. (8) Apply only to leaves and fruit from 
which it will be entirely washed away by long 
and repeated rains. (4) Exclude all animals 
from feeding on the poisoned crops. (5) Test 
the strength of the prepared poison on a few 
plants first, lest it be too strong and injure 
te (6) Use it no stronger than will kill the 


Shrinkage of Corn and Cob. 
The report of the Professor of Agriculture, 
E. M. Sheiton, Kansas Agricultural College, 


among Other valuable matter contains an ex- 


periment to shew the shrinkage of corn in the 
orib from Nov. 1 to July 1. The corn had been 
fully ripe six weeks before busking, It was 
pla ju a box in the centre of the crib and 
weighed 200 pounds when pus. in. At the er- 
piration of eight months, or July 1, the same 
corn weighed 187% pounds, having lost twelve 
and one-half pounds or rather more than 6 per 
cen, This may be considered a miaimam loss, 
since the corn was thorougbly air-dried before 
placing in the crib, the conditions were favor- 
able for retaining moisture, and bence the 
farmer who winters his corn must expect a 
loss of at least 6 per cent irrespective of that 
of vermin, fire, and other contingencies. It 
should be remembered, however, the loss 
by drying of corn in the condition stated is 
principally in the cob. 


The Foreign Crop Outlook, 

Great Britain has 2,200,000 acres in wheat 
and with a prospect seldom better the Ist of 
May than this year. | 

In France reports hitherto discoursging in 
relation to the condition of grain have im- 
proved somewhat, and are now termed “ mildly 
satisfactory. 

In Italy April weather has been tow cold for 
the rapidly-growing crops, but no serious dam- 
age has as yet been done. The agricultural 
press of Italy now see no reason on the basis 
of present conditions why last year’s under 
average should not be made up during this sea- 
son. The cereal crop is reported at 86 per 
cent, and tobacco-at 48 per cent, 100 represent- 
ing @n average crop, 

In Germany, althyugh crops are reported 
backward, the feeling seems generally of a sat- 
isfactory nature. In Austria the aver- 
age is 118; rye, 106; bariey,..110; oats, 119; 
maize, 110; and wine, 04. 

Data from Russia are meagre. Heports from 
the interior state that the growing crops have 
greatly suffered from drouth and late frosts. 

The details from less important countries 
are generally encouraging. On the whole, 
there is reason to believe that Europe ig in 
better condition as to crops so far than for 
some years past. 

In India 26,000,000 acres are reported in 
wheat, with a total production of nearly 7,000,- 
000 tons. In 1888-84 the total export of Indian 
wheat was 20,956,495 hundredweight. More 
than half this amount went to England, and 
nearly the whole of the remainder to other Eu- 
ropean countries. .

Salt cures hay placed in the stack too green, 
principally by obstructing moisture during the 
process of liquefaction. 

Hard woody hay may do for city horse 
stables, where the principal food is grain. Its 
feeding is poor economy on the farm. 

The areain beets, cultivated for sugar, in 
Europe is stated to be less this season by 15 
per cent than usual, on account of the cheap 
price of sugar. 

Grasshoppers are playing havoc with vegeta- 
tion in some poruons of California, even eating 
fruit to the pits, the bars of plants, and such 
roots as they can gain access to, 

The model farm is a small farm. The larger 
the estate the less attention can generally be 
paid to such high excellence in all departments 
that will leave little to desire in any one de- 
partment, ) 

Don't sprinkle kerosene on plants to kill 
ants, lice, etc., just because some newspaper 
may have misquoted kerosene as an insecti- 
cide. Even the emultions of kerosene must be 
used in connection with common sense. 

There is no doubt that the slight sweating of 
hay in the cock adds materially to its value, 
especially if clover constitutes a portion. Sub- 
sequent airing generally goes on sufficientiy 
while handling to the wagons and thence to the 
stack. 

A Kansas farmer says that Johnson grass is 
no better than sorghum. Why should it be? 
It is a sorghum! and certainiy not valuabie 
north of the latitude of Kentucky, since, as a 
perennial, it winter-kills unless in exceptional 
situations.

NEW HAMPSHIRE, 


GOV. CURRIER. GIVES SOMH INTERESTING 
FACTS CONCERNING THE STATE IN HIS 
INAUGURAL ADDRESS. 

Boston, Mass., June 4.—[Special. |—Gov. 
Ourrier of New Hampshire was inaugurated to- 
day. In hig addresq to the Legisiature the 
Governor said: 


From the reports of the State Treasurer it ap- 
pears that our fimances are in a very satisfactory 
condition. During the fiscal year ending May 31, 
1884, the public debt was reduced 154.265, but it 
should be remembered that the expenses of the 
long session of the last Legislature, amount- 
ing to $127,386.12, were charged to the 
account of that year.  ##The report of the 
Treasure forthe fiscal year ending May 31, 1886, 
shows a reduction of nearly $160,000. Should the 
sessions of the Legislature hereafter not exceed 
five Or six weeks in length, which would seem to 
be sufficient for the enactment of all the laws the 
public good requires, we may safely expect aa av- 
erage annual reduction of the public debt of more 
than $100,000, without increasing the usual annual 
tax of $400,000, which is as much as the people 
ought to be asked to pay. The census shows that 
New Hampshire has lost its distinctive agricult- 
ural character, and t the farms must be saved 
by encouraging every industry which creates a 
home market fot farmers’ products by protecting 
farmers from unjust exaction. and by affording 
them Opportunities for @btaining an education 
which will enable them to offset by superior intel- 
ligence the disadvantages under which they labor. 
The importance of restocking the waters of the 
States, 70,000 acrés in area, with fish, cannot be 
too strongly insisted on, and this can be done at 
small expense. In twenty yeurs—trom 1860 to

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How the Pool-Room Men Handle Money 


Such and such like were the angry ejacula- 
tions of an excited group of men who were 


gathered together yesterday afternoon in a 


dingy basement in Calhoun place. There was 
no apparent occasion for the outbreak, unless 
it was an undersized boy with a dirty face who 
a moment before bad thrust his head in at the 
door and yelled in a loud, strident voice: “ Bar- 
num is f-i-r-s-t!” The boy instantly disap- 
peared, just in time to escape the above exple- 
tives, Meanwhile a man in his shirt-sleeves, 
standing on a raised platform at one side of 
the room, drew a chalk line around the word 
Barnum already written there together with 
several others; and still another man, also in 
his shirt-sleeves, began forthwith loudly to au- 
dress the excited group before named to the 
effect that he had sold two horses in the third 
race, and what was he bid for the fleld. 

This dingy room was a gamblers’ alley pool- 
room--one ot those institutions which, as 
stated in yesterday's 1RIBUNE, Upon the au- 
thority of a pool-seller, contribute the neces- 
sary interest and support to the turf. Ar- 
cepting this statement as true, the turf draws 
its quota of support from Chicago through the 
medium of four such establishments in which 


some such scenes as that above described are 


daily enacted: <All the four are in the imme- 
diate neighborhood of the old Board of Trade. 
All of them are fairly. prosperous, and one, at 
least, a mine of wealth to its owners. This lat- 
ter is the celebrated Riley's, second in size to 
none in the West. It occupies a huge base- 
ment in the alley, immediately back of the new 
Opera House, and connecting with 
Madison street through a large saloon. 
Riley's is the home of auction pools "—of the 
sort affected by sportimg Aldermen, swell 
darkies who follow the races from Kentucky, 
and the “better class’’ of horse-racing cam- 
blers. Its proprietors handle more money 
daily, for a commission of 3 per cent, than 
would buy up a whole Democratic Council, and 
their methods, by members of the fraternity, 
are accounted square.“ Boys are rigidly ex- 
cluded from Riley's by a Pe order of the 
proprietors, enforced by alert and muscular 
bouncers. Beardiéss slips of boys find their 
way into the place, however, and. piay their 
quarters against the siender chances of the 
Paris mutuals!’ and combinations.“ 


JUVENILE GAMBLERS. 


Not so much is claimed tor any of the other 
three establishments about the alley. In 
Bowers’ place, which adjoins Riley’s on the 
east and has a fronton Clark street, a TRIBUNE 
reporter saw yesterday afternoon numbers of 
boys who, by no stretch of liberality, could be 
classed as adults. They belonged to the 
minors class, but they were trotting neck-and- 
neck alongside of veteran sports old enough 
to be their fathers. The youngsters kept 
clear, for the most part, of the auction- 
pools, which cost inconvenient sums of 
money and are played on smaller odds. 
The mutual and combination games, where a 
quarter of a dollar on a short horse runs a 
meagre chance of bringing in a hundredfold, 
were the favorits with this class of customers. 
Many of the lads were adolescent bootbiacks, 
gamins grown up, and stable boys; but many 
others, judging from their exterior at least, 
were office or shop eg eet seizmg this brief 
opportunity to make an illicit venture Into the 
dangerous field of chance. All copied closely 
the knowing airs of their elders, and talked as 
wisely as need be of the odds to win and lose. 

Across“ the alley from Riley’s ig a smaller 
place, given up entirely to mutuals and com- 
bination play. This place—rupn in the name of 
Moulton & Co.—takes the crumbs that fall 
from Riley's tables. In Riley’s or Bowers’ 
nothmg but à quarter goes. Moulton & Uo, 
will sella combination or mutual ticket fora 
dime and pay the same proportionate returns. 

“This 10-cent place is for the boys, I sup- 
pose? Tun TRIBUNE reporter asked of an 
habitué of the alley. 

Don't make that mistake; go in and see, 
was the terse reply. 

The reporter went in and found to his sur- 
prise that there were as many men and as 
good-looking a class of men in the cheap game 
asin the other. In several conspicuous places 


were placards posted warning all mincrs not to 


play and all adults not to buy tickets for mi- 
nors. And, to say the truth, there were almost 
no boys about the place. Such few as couid be 
seen were lying low and evidently taking no 
share in the proceedings. The reporter leaned 
back against a wall to watch the rapid infiux of 
dimes at the cashiér’s desk. At one side and 
within easy learshot stood a pair ot men en- 
gaged in conversation. One of them was a 
‘tout’ trying to sell a tip to the other,, The 
former bad a telegram containing certain in- 
formation of the winner in the next race. This 
valuable pointer be offered for the alleged 
price of the telegram ($1) and one-half the pro- 
ceeds ot a bet made on the strength ot the In- 
formation,’ The tout“ carried his point after 
a briet argument, collected his money, and 
wont in search of a new victim. 
“TOUTS” AND “ TIPS.” 

„Did you notice that fellow?“ 

The reporter turned at these words and recog- 
nized the familiar features of the Stranger, 
who had taken in the scene from the other 
side. 

“Yes; do you Know him?” 

J know him by sight as a chronic dealer in 
‘stiff tips’ based on telegrams. ‘Touts,’ as 
they dre known, are commen enough, but this 
fellow is a little bolder than the rest. » He will 
sell you any kind of tip on anything for al- 
most any price. You saw him get a dollar out 
of that man. He will sell the same tip in less 
than ten minutes to a bootblack for 10 cents,

It is only when one passes be- 
yond these jealously-guarded portais into 
some gunny garden whose fountain spray is 
blown over beds of exotic plants, or wanders 
throu apartments where luxurious divans 
tempt you to Imger for more than a peep, that 
one forgets for the time to pity the contented 
inmates. 

To the right of the house was a large, open 
court, } from the sun by a canopy of 
bamboo mats, In this rather public place was 
deu held the reception for the male guests. 
Lan of every color and design were 
suspended from the impromptu oe 
ing. Two bands of European musicians 
oceupied the centre of the court. 
Our arrival served to draw the attention of tne 
bystanders away from the “ugly English 
music” to the funny foreign women.“ Has- 
san’s gentlemans had also observed the 
strangers, and approached our carriage, He 
was a bandsome young man, dressed after the 
fashion of our own brothers except his crimson 
fez with its graceful tassel. ‘Imagine our sur- 
prise when the ‘‘gentlemans,” summoning a 
Thebian eunuch, bade him “ conduct us to the 
ladies (a privilege which our host himself had 
never enjoyed). | 

The sudden anpearance of two pale faces in 
the harem created no small excitement. The 
room into which we were usbered was one of 
five reception saloons, the bridal chambers 
opening into the same from either side. The 
walls were hung with rich tapestries and cost- 
ly Turkish rugs hushed the tread of the guests. 
A long hall led to the dining piazza, which was 
screened from the eyes of the outside world by 
a covering of canvas. 

The women occupying the divan nearest the 
entrance door beckoned us to join them. In 
accepting the proffered piace we took our seats 
after the fashion of Americans. Alas! the 
mistake placed us in the most ridiculous post- 
ure, our feet dangling some distance from the 
floor. This caused a general lauch among the 
women, whose teet were gracefully drawn up 
under the foids of their dresses.

hat these women did was much more cu- 
rious than bow they looked, for most of them 
had exchanged their pretty native costumes 
for a kind of Queen Arne dress. But in color 
and material the effect was most Oriental. En- 
tire costumes Of orange-hued satin were not 
uncommon, while the most trying shades of 
red, purple, and green seemed only 
to highten the beauty of these dark- 
faced women. Paint and dye had been freely 
used—the latter aid to beauty” disfiguring 
their shapely ‘finger-nails. Diamonds were as 
common at this feast as Rhine stones at a Swiss 
fall. One bronze-faced miss wore a diadem 
thickly studded with precious stones. 

We had just begun a pantomime conversa- 
tion with our neighbors, when an attendant ap- 


+ proached and invited us to pay our respects to 


the brides. At one end of a spacious room was 
a raised platform upon which in chairs of state 
sat the daughters of the Bey. The younger 
was 12 years old., her sister being her senior by 
two years. Pretty children they were—but O! 
incased in immeasurable yards of pink and 
white silk, not to mention the profuse trim- 
mings ef gay flowers and jeweiry. They sim- 
ply drooped their lovely eyes as we were intro- 
duced, after which for one long hour they 
gazed steadily at the embroidery on their slip- 
per-toes. We should have pitied them, but the 
looks of envy with which they were regarded 
by their friends lea us to believe that they 
must be enjoying a state of rapt ecstasy. 

At times the noisy chatting among the 
guests would céase, while one of their number 
arose, and, giving a weird cry, would clap her 
hands rapidly over her mouth—an expression 
of pleasure—so said ourinterpreter. Once the 
mother of the brides spread on the floor at 
their feet a handkerchief richly embroidered 
in siiver. Into this dainty contribution-box 
each guest dropped an offering of money, the 
gift being for the benefit of the old nurse who 
had rocked the brides through babyhbood. 

The reveiry was at its bight when the sound 
of tambourines and other musical instruments 
annownced the approach of the bridegrooms’ 
heraids. In a twinkling the rooms were de- 
serted by all save the brides and ourselves. 
Jou Americans need not hide,“ calied back 
our interpreter, as she dodged behind a crim- 
son portiére. We are confident that some of 
the women, whose black eyes peeped at us 
from their hiding-place, offered a prayer to 
Mohammed for the enlightenment of the be- 
nighted women who dared to remain and face 
the awful presence of two men! 

The Nubian ‘ushers were more alarming 
than their masters. Their fantastic costumes 
and black, shiny faces, bearing the scar of a 
cut indicative of former slavery, and the sol- 
emn step with which they kept time to tones 
suggestive of a death-rattie, all tempted us to 
run and hide after the fashion of our Oriental 
sisters. The trembling brides were conducted, 
each in turn, to an apartment where the lovers 
awaited them. The women and eunuchs prob- 
ably remained at the door, as is the usual cus- 
tom. Here for the first time the grooms saw 
the faces of their child-wives. They were evi- 
dently satisfied, and gave the attendants the 
opportunity of raising the cry of *“‘ zaghareet,”’ 
or joy—a way of announcing to the guests 
that the husband was pleased to accept the 
wite whom some one else had selected for him. 
After the marriage ccremony the brides were 
led by their husbanda to their former position 
of honor. Here we left them still staring at 
their pretty golden slippers.

The Antique Waist. 

I believe it is saia that the corset was not un- 
known to Rome; but it is clear that the Greek 
and Roman women, as a whole, were quite con- 
vinced that the human form was itself beauti- 
ful, so that they made no attempt to disfigure 
it by compression -or addition. Young girls 
were dressed simply, chastely, and yet elegant- 
ly, in the flowing stola, slightly open at the 
throat and occasionally falling in two sets of 
folds. On the eve of marriage they were clad in 
a white robe called the regilla. After that 
event they wore the girdle, which the Roman 
matrons generally placed immediately be- 
neath the bosom. Sometimes it was a band, 
and at other times a cord tied in a bow, over 
which the folds of the upper part of the dress 
fell gracefully. Among the Greeks, though 
not infrequently worn as just described, it was 
often placed lower down; ee eae the stola 
was bound about the bosom b band passing 
over the right shoulder and under the left 
breast. This gave the right arm liberty for 
action, and it was only for this object, or for 
speedy motion, that the waist-cord ever seems 


to have been drawn very tight. 80 little did

In brief, were slavery in Mo- 
rocco harsher than it is it would have 
chance of being crushed.

The Bridal Veil. 

The origin of the bride’s veil has long been a 
matter of keen dispute, and is still an unde- 
cided question amongst antiquarians. Consid- 
ering the prominence waich is attached to this 
graceful article of finery in the bridai costume 
in ovr own and other countries, one could 
have wished that its history had been satis- 
factorily settled. It has been suggested, how- 
ever, that it may be a substitute for the long 
flowing hair which, according to Anglo-Saxon 
usage, formed a natural and effective veil for 
the bride when she made her public entry into 
church at the marriage céremony. It must be 
remembered that this custom had a significant 
meaning, for, as the privilege of wearing the 
hair loose specially belonged to those born of 
free parents, so, when the newly- married 
Anglo-Saxon bride bound up her treases, it de- 
noted that she had sacrificed her freedom and 
was henceforth subject to her husband's 
authority. In the same way in Russia un- 
married girls wear their back hair banging in a 
long, singie plait, adorned with ribbons, and 
sometimes, especially in Little Russia, with 
flowers. This plaitisa maiden’s chief orna- 
ment, the cherished object of her care, the 
principal souree of her girlish pride. St. 
Isidore of Seville telis us how women wore 
veils at their weddings as a sign that 
they must always submit themselves 
to their husbands, and because Rebekah, when 


she saw Isaac, covered herself with a veil. 
The bride’s costume was. the loose, flowing 
veil, which covered not only her whole face, 
but reached over the greater part of her body. 
It was intended as us a symbol of submission 
to her husband, and at the present day is gen- 
erally worn by the Jewish brides. According 
to another explanation the bridal veil took its 
origin in the Anglo-Saxon custom of periorm- 
ing the marriage ceremony under a square plese 
ot cloth, held at each corner bya tall man over 
the bridegroom and bride; but if the bride hap- 
pened to be a widow the veil was dispensed 
with, Mr. Layard, in his “Nineveh and 
Babylon,“ speaking of a marriage celebrated 
near Nimroud, at a comparatively recent 
period, says that the parties entered into the 
contract before witnesses, amidst dancing and 
rejoicing. The following day the bride, envel- 
oped from head to foot by athiok veil, was es- 
corted to the house of the bridegroom, attend- 
ed by her friends arrayed in their gayest robes, 
and accompanied by musicians. The custom, 
however, which ensued was not of so pleasant 
a character, for she was kept behind a curtain 
in the corner of a darkened room for three 
days, after which period the bridegroom was 
allowed to approach her. Accordmg to mod- 
ern Egyptian usages, a bride is not aliowed to 
be seen by her future husband until the com- 
pletion of the marriage ceremony, and on this 
account she is always veiled. The day before 
her wedding the bride goes in state to a ball, 
walking under a canopy of silk, which is car- 
ried by four men. She is covered from head 
to foot in a large shawl, while on her head is 
placed a small crown. In Persia the bridal 
veil has usually been of a very elaborate kina, 
and seems to have formed one of the most 
striking and picturesque portions of the wed- 
ding costume. 

Towards evening the maiden is enveloped in 
a long veil of scariet or crimson silk, placed 
upon a horse or mule splendidly caparisoned, 
and conducted to her husband’s bouse, accom- 
panied by all her relations and a noisy band of 
musicians. On the way a large looking-iass is 
heid before ber by one of the maidens as an 
admonition that this is- the last time she will 
see herself asa virgin. We may mention here 
that in thé marriage ocremonies of most 
Oriental nations the splendor of the bridal veil 
has generally been carried to the most extrav- 
agant extent; this, indeed, being considered 
one of the most.important features of the 
bridal costume, 

The ancient Poles observed a curious mar- 
riage custom. The bride was led to the church. 
wearing a high silver-gilt crown of large size, 
and preceded by her female friends in mantias 
and long red veils. She was made to walk 
three times round a fire, then to sit down and 
wash her feet. Her mouth, was anointed with 
honey and her eyes blindfolded witb a veil, and 
in this condition she was led to all the doors of 
the house, which she had to strike with her 
right foot. The visitors then threw wheat, 
rye, oats, barley, rice, and beans at the door,
